THE FALL OF SUMTER. 


So Sumter is ours! -Surrendered by Anderson, 
fought for but not taken by Dupont, it is finally 
plucked by Gilmore, but like the apple in the fa- 
ble, falls to ashes in his hands. It died game— 
worthy of its early namesake, the “Game-cock of 
“Carolina.” Battered slowly down by fifteen-inch 
guns, it now lies a heap of ruins—a foretokén of 
the Grumbling of the rebellion itself. 

This is poetic justice. Itis the whirlgig of time 
bringing its revenges. It is the lagging punish- 
ment at last overtaking the evil deed. It was 
Sumter that first touched our blood. It was the 
blow at Sumter thai first smote the nation’s cheek 
till the nation’s hand was clenched to deal it back. 
It has now been dealt back! Had the war come to 
an end without this blow, the nation would have 
been unsatisfied, and Providence would seem to 
have neglected an opportunity for vindicating His 
ways tomen. But the just retribution has fallen. 
“ Vengeance is mine, and I will repay,” saith the 
Lord. 

The first guns in a new war wake loud echoes. 
The guns that dashed their shots against Sumter 
were heard as no guns have been heard since. 
Silent had been the trumpet for years, when sud- 
denly it sounded to waken us out of peace. 
As at the stroke of a fire-bell the fire- 
men leap out of sleep, so at the stroke 
upon Sumter the nation sprang to its feet. 
It did not need a great battle to rouse us in those 
days. A little blood spilt was red enough to 
be seen across the whole land. We have since 
become so familiar with war, that Gettysburg, a 
greater battle than Waterloo, made no such im- 
pression upon the popular mind as the first few 
flashes of powder from Moultrie, at daybreak of 
April 19, 1861. We all recollect how profoundly 
the news of the first few skirmishes of the war 
affected us,—how, for instance, in West Virginia, 
brushes with the enemy, such as would now 
pass almost without a record, were then called 
a great campaign, and how, by reason of these 
magnified trifles, a certain little soldier, whose 
name we could mention, was afterwards mag- 
nifiéd into the greatest failure of the century. 
Every early dash in the war was turned into 
fame.. When Lieut. Tompkins, with twenty-one 
men, charged into Fairfax Court-House, the 
horses’ feet filled the land with their eehoes. 
When Ellsworth fell, every flag fell with him 
to half-mast. Our first defeats threw the whole 
community into panics, for men were then un- 
used to stern times. The first great fatal; day at 
Bull Run cast a greater shadow on the land 
than when the sun is eclipsed, and all nature 
darkened. Yet compared with that Body of 
Death which we call the Peninsula Campaign, 
Bull Run was only a flesh wound. Sumter 
taught our ears to bear the noise of guns: Bull 
Run taught our eyes to bear the sight of blood. 
Since which, the nation has learned to suffer and 
be strong. 

After the first fall of Sumter, there was an Up- 
rising of the People: after its second fall, let there 
be another! Let there be a revival of the early pop- 
ular enthusiasm. Shall we ever forget that great 
day at Union Square ?—a hundred thousand people 
of one mind and one heart, fired by a sacred enthu- 
siasm for Liberty, the identical flag of Sumter 
waving over them from the staff in the hands of 
the bronze statue of Washington, and every lip 
saying, Lose everything else, but save the Country! 
It was a day when men redeemed themselves in 
an hour from a lifetime of commonplace thoughts. 
But in unstable minds, the good resolves of 
that day, rising like a wave, fell like a wave. We 
- know of men who on that day cried out, Down 
with the Rebellion and Slavery, and one grave 

for both!—yet who now seek the restoration of 
Slavery as much as the restoration of the Union. 
* Let these men remember what they were once, 
and be warned of their moral decay. Let them 
relight their torches at the early fires! Before 
the ashes of Sumter are cold, the national enthu- 
siasm ought to be kindled again into flame from 
these embers, as with coals from the altar! 

Years ago Yankee coasters carried stone to make 
solid the shoal on which Sumter stands. And as 
that fortress of Charleston harbor was built on a 
foundation of New England granite, so that state 
of South Carolina shall be rebuilt upon a founda- 
tion of New England ideas! Sumter falls that a 

new civilization may rise! The historic word 
Sumter is more than a battle name. It means a 
new doctrine of government—a new vindication 
of human rights—a new support to free institu- 
tions. Why have we battered down its walls? 
Because their heavy stones stood upon the body 
-of the Slave! “ Man is a man and not a chattel!” 
was the screaming speech of Gillmore’s shells. 
Sumter crumbles, and from under its ruins rises 
‘the Slave into Freedom! The God of Hosts is 
“bringing forth judgment unto victory !” 

Thank God, the nation is to be saved! Like 
ripening fruits of summer, victories upon victo- 

ries have blossomed and come to harvest since 
the beginning of July. Nor shall the War be 
gained, and the Cause lost. There is but one 
Victory, and its name is Freedom. This is writ- 
ten in thesigns of the times! This is decreed 
in the Providence of God! Our faith is without 
fear of the future. God reigns, let the nations 
tremble! Nor shall the fearful chastenings of the 
war be wasted upon a people who are willing 
to grow wiser by experience. All the chastening 
were needful. First Pure, then Peaceable—is the 
economy of God. But this nation—impure!— 
guilty of a great sin!—of the sin of sins !—could 
have no peace without purification. It has had 
no peace from the beginning. Slavery is War. 
This is the truth of history—the necessity of 
human nature. Our fathers died leaving war in | 
the land—and we, when we were born, received 
as our birthright inheritance this day’s legacy of 
civil war. But we are coming to Peace—the one 
and only peace—the peace whose spirit is 
The chains shall be broken, and th 

oppressed shall lift their hands to heaven in grati- 
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generous ideas. Weshall be the richer in spirit 
for the struggle of flesh and blood through which 
we are now passing. We shall be wiser for the 


lessons we gre now learning. The moral tone of 
the nation is to be quickened and exalted. This 
is the harvest which shall come when the fields 
now red with blood shall grow green with peace. 





A WORD ON RECONSTRUCTION. 


THE conditions of the several states are so end- 
lessly diversified, that it is idle to expect them all 
to be restored by one and the same process to their 
proper position in the Union. The four states 
which have already been restored to a normal rule 
—Maryland, Kentucky, Missouri, and Western Vir- 
ginia—have neither copied from another, and 
therefore ‘no one of these can be vouched as a pre- 
cedent to be followed by other states. To select 
any one of them as a model would merely show 
one’s gwn preconceived preference, not an estab- 
lished principle growing out of recognized prece- 
dents. The only rule which these precedents go to 
establish is, that the states are to be got back the 
best way we can, and each in the mode which its 
own particular case shall render practicable or ex- 
pedient. As neither of the Border states already 
restored has afforded a precedent for any other, 
much less can we hope to draw’ a precedent from 
the Border states applicable in any important de- 
gree to the case of the Cotton states, whose govern- 
ments have revolted and levied war against the 
United States. 


The single available idea to be drawn from what 
has been done, as to what is yet to be done, 
may be, that we are not to look in our written con- 
stitutions for the rules which shall guide us out of 
this great abnormal difficulty, but should fall back 
upon the great principles of right and justice and 
freedom, out of which these constitutions grew, 
and should aim, above all things, at the preserva- 
tion of the life and the perpetuation of the substan- 
tial benefits of our republican institutions. 

The states of the Union belong by their very 
being to the “‘ United States of America,” and to no 
other power or nation. The people of the states 
owe allegiance to the Government of the Union 
as created by the Constitution; and if they re- 
nounce that allegiance, they become simply crim- 
inal, and are justly liable to the consequences of 
crime. The governments of the states are subject 
to the Constitution, and absolutely bound by it, and 
any act which they attempt against the Constitu- 
tion is wholly invalid, and may be justly treated as 
simply void. By setting themselves in open hos- 
tility to the United States, these governments have 
forfeited their right to be recognized as the gov- 
ernments of their respective states, which are 
therefore in the condition of states without govern- 
ments. The people have therefore to reconstruct 
their state governments de novo. Their case may 
be likened to that of a corporation which is without 
the officers necessary to appoint and conduct a 
valid election, and is therefore compelled to apply 
to the Supreme Court to order a magistrate to ap- 
point a meeting and preside over the choice of 
officers. It is proper for the United States to call 
upon the loyal citizens of any state to choose the 
officers required by the Constitution thereof, in 
order that the functions of the state government 
be orderly resumed. The same authority should 
appoint the time and prescribe the mode of proceed- 
ing, and designate proper persons to preside over 
the elections, to keep disloyal persons from voting, 
and to certify the return of votes, and a central 
officer or board to ascertain and proclaim the re- 
sult. 


The time when this should be done is, of course, 
determinable by the Government of the United 
States, taking into view the interest of the whole 
country, the importance of making the pacification 
real and permanent, and thus securing the legiti- 
mate objects of both the state and national consti- 
tutions—“ to form a perfect union, establish justice, 
“insure domestic tranquillity, provide for the com- 
“mon defense, promote the general welfare, and se- 
“ cure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our 
“ posterity.” 

The question of time is, moreover, under the ac- 
tual circumstances of the case, almost purely a mili- 
tary question. In suppressing the rebellion, and 
bringing the states to a condition of loyalty and 
submission, the Government of the United States 
is compelled to take and hold each state with the 
stern hand of military force. There is not one of 
them now in which a loyal state government could 
sustain itself without the presence of Federal 
bayonets. Hence the question of time is almost 
purely military. Every foot of the territory of 
those states is now under military rule, which 
ought to remain until it ean be shown to be quite 
safe to withdraw and leave the preservation of 
peace and order to the civil power of the state. 
We hope, therefore, the President will keep the 
military government in exercise in each revolted 
state until disloyalty is so completely subdued or 
hunted out, as to render it safe to restore the bless- 
ings of civil rule. A method which has encoun- 
tered so great difficulties in Missouri, cannot be ven- 
tured upon in Tennesse. The very narrow escape 
which Kentucky has just achieved in the late elec- 
tion, would be impracticable in Louisiana. Let us 
advance safely, even if but slowly. 

We believe that the reconstruction of the state 
governments, which is the grand problem before us, 
ean be accomplished in this simple way, on these 
general principles, with perfect security to the 
general welfare. No state government, elected 
solely by the votes of mren of tested loyalty, under 
the efficient protection of Federal power, with all 
disloyal men excluded from the ballot, will attempt 
to overthrow the general pacification, by arraying 
itself against the policy of the United States for 
the overthrow of the rebellion and the establish- 
ment of peace. It is far more probable that such 
reconstructed government will wish to go beyond 
the Proclamation and the Act of Confiscation, in 
order more effectually to secure “ indemnity for the 
past, and security for the future.”’

- THE MASSACRE IN KANSAS. 


A sioopy chapter has been added to the his- 
tory of the war. The town of Lawrence, in 
Kansas, has been sacked and laid in ashes by a 
gang of murderers, under the command of Quan- 
trell, a noted guerrilla, or rather bandit, whose 
atrocities rival those of Nana Sahib and the Tae- 
pings. This ruffian has for months kept the peo- 
ple in the border counties in a state of continual 
terror with his thieving, murdering gang of out- 
laws ; and it was well known that he singled out 
the town of Lawrence for pillage and destruction. 
Forewarned of his designs, the citizens of that 
place organized military companies, and for sev- 
eral months maintained a vigilant system of de- 
fense, which eventually prevented the execution 
of Quantrell’s plans. But the villain was only 
biding his time. Learning that the citizens of 
Lawrence, under the impression that he would 
not venture to invade the state again, had per- 
mitted the militia to disband, he hastened to col- 
lect his gang on the border, and, having com- 
pleted his arrangements in profound secrecy, 
marched by a circuitous route upon the peaceful 
and unsuspecting town. 

He was not intercepted on the march. The 
movement was conducted with such secrecy and 
rapidity that the first intimation of danger the in- 
habitants received was from the yells of the infu- 
riated wretches as they rode into the streets at 
the hour of midnight. The details of the scenes 
that followed make the blood curdle with horror. 
They recall the most bloody massacres of the 
early Indian wars. Setting fire to all the build- 
ings, the bandits shot down the citizens as they 
rushed into the streets to escape from the flames. 
The people were not able to offer effectual 
resistance, and no quarter was given. Promi- 
nent citizens, whose names ‘are familiar as 
those of zealous champions of liberty and friends 
of the Union, were shot down in their own houses, 
while their wives and little ones vainly endeav- 
ored to avert their dreadful fate. In many cases 
the murderers drove men into houses, shot them 
down, and then burned the buildings over their 
heads. It is feared that many of the wounded 
perished in the flames. Every hotel in the city 
was burned, with the exception of one, which 
Quanirell spared for the whimsical reason that 
several years ago he boarded there without ex- 
pense! 

Pillage was perhaps the primary object of these 
bandits. The moment they were certain that the 
citizens could offer no resistance, they began to 
plunder the, dying and the dead, and to carry off 
everything of value they could snatch from the 
flames. They stole the jewelry from the ladies, 
even taking the rings from their fingers. Two of 
the three city banks were robbed to the last 
dollar. The third escaped, because the intense 
heat of the burning buildings prevented the rob- 
bers from remaining long enough to force open the 
safes. But although the plunderers thus de- 
feated themselves in this single instance, the 
destruction of the town was nearly complete. 
The total loss will not fall short of two millions 
of dollars. 

One object of the raid was undoubtedly the 
capture of Gen. Lane, who was known to be in 
Lawrence at thattime. Had Quantrell succeeded 
in making him a prisoner, we fear that the re- 
doubtable champion of negro expeditions would 
have been treated to a species of elevation for 
which the most ambitious men are supposed to 
entertain no partiality. But he made good his 
escape on horseback, and Quantrell evidently 
regarded this in the light of a very unfortunate 
occurrence. As soon as the work of destruction 
was complete, he mounted his gang and rode off 
in the direction of the border. Many of his fol- 
lowers, who were too drunk to keep their saddles, 
were strapped on to their horses, and not a strag- 
gler was left behind to give information which 
might lead to a successful pursuit. Quantrell 
marched with great rapidity, but for a long dist- 
ance in Kansas his route was marked by the light 
of burning homes. It is reported, on rather 
doubtful authority, that Lane overtook him with 
twenty mounted men, about twelve miles from 
Lawrence, and managed to kill a dozen of his 
bandits. A more probable supposition is that he 
escaped scot free into Missouri, where his gang 
will disperse for the present, and settle down on 
their farms as peaceable and honest Union men ; 
but as a good many of them are known, it is 
to be hoped and expected that the full punish- 
ment for their atrocious misdeeds will be meas- 
ured out to them by the Government. The mili- 
tary authorities at the West should be instructei 
to hunt them down with unrelenting rigor, and to 
execute them summarily wherever they are cap- 
tured. No milder course will ever rid the coun- 
try of these villains. 

In reading the sickening details of this dread- 
ful massacre, we cannot avoid the reflection that 
just such outrages were ascribed in advance by 
the Copperheads to the negro troops. The enemie s 
of the Government and of the negro predicted 
the most inhuman excesses as the result of putting 
arms in the hands of a“ barbarous and naturally 
“vindictive race.” But the black soldiers of the 
Union have justified the President, and vindicat- 
ed themselves by their manly and» humane con- 
duct in the most trying situations. They have 
proved not only’their courage, but their civiliza- 
tion. The wretched attempt to fasten the stigma 
of murder upon them has signally failed. The 
historian of the war will search in vain for a sin- 
gle act of cruelty committed by them, although 
such atrocities as the massacre of their wounded 
and the enslavement of their captured comrades 
would have justified the severest acts of retalia- 
tion on their part. The only acts of barbarity 
committed thus far during the war have been the 
work of white ruffians, and these Southerners. 

Thus, in unexpected ways,a war which was 
begun for the express purpose of making the de- 
gradation of the negro perpetual, is resulting in 
his emancipation from slavery, and the elevation 
of his whole race. 





Bayagp WILKEson.—A little printed note-sheet, 
draped in mourning, comes to our writing-table, 
bearing the name of a brave young soldier, who 
met death and honor at Gettysburg—Lieut. 
Bayarp Witkeson, of the 4th U. S. Artillery, 
son of Samuel Wilkeson, well known as a bril- 
liant writer for the press. “ His conduct,” said 
Gen. Howard, writing to his father, “was 8° 
“marked, that his brigade commander speaks to, 
“me of him in the highest terms.” A sergeant 
of his company writes that when the young hero 
was wounded he cried out, “ Take your men, cor- 
“poral, and return immediately to your piece.” 
Afterward, when in agonies of thirst, he asked 
for a drink, and it was brought, he insisted that it 
should first be offered to a wounded man near by 
before he would drink himself. A brave and 
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noble young man, the pride of his father, the 
center of a circle of affectionate friends, his death 
in the morning of life, in the service of the good 
cause, is sorrowful but not in vain. 





' OBITUARY. 


Mks. Frances Antitt Tappan, wife of Arthur 
Tappan, Esq., for many years an eminent merchant 
in this city, died at her home in New Haven, Conn., 
on the 21st of July last. Her grandfather, Edward 
| Antill, Esq., a native of New York, was the son of 
Edward Antill of Rich ncnd, in the county of Surrey, 
England, who was sent as a bearer of dispatches 
from the home government to the New World, and, 
remaining, became a resident of this city. His son 
Edward married the daughter of Governor Morris 
of New Jersey, and resided in Piscataway, in that 
state, where his son, Edward, the father of Mrs. 
Tappan, was born in the year 1742. The last- 
named Edward Antill was educated at King’s (now 
Columbia) College, where he was graduated in the 
year 1762. He subsequently spent some time in 
Montreal, Canada, where he married a lady of 
French descent. When the war, broke out between 
the colonies and Great Britain, he was called to a 
colonelecy in the Revolutionary army, and became 
the intimate associate of some of the most eminent 
of Weshington’s subordinates in the council and in 
the field. 


Mrs. Tappan was born May 4, 1785, in Brooklyn, 
Long Island. During-the early years of her child- 
hood she was brought familiarly into the society in 
which Washington spent much of his time, and was 
herself the playmate of Mrs. Washington’s grand- 
children ; but after the marriage of her sister with 
Col. Lansing of Albany, she was withdrawn to 
more retired scenes. She was educated in the 
family of this tenderly-loved sister, of whose gentle 
kindness she retained the liveliest recollections to the 
end of her days. ' 

When she was visiting some of her relatives in 
Montreal more than fifty years ago, she became 
acquainted with Mr. Arthur Tappan, whom she 
soon after married, and returned with him to New 
York. From that time her history of course has 
been that of her husband. She sympathized with 
him in all his love for the oppressed and all his 
efforts to call attention to their degraded condition. 
Indeed she shed tears for the slave long before she 
became acquainted with the man who was for so 
many years honored with the abuse of those who 
thought more of successful trade than of humanity. 
Throughout his years of prosperity she was his 
loving and busy co-worker in acts of varied charity 
and benevolence. She evinced her love to her 
divine Master by imitating humbly his life of love 
to others. Her hand was open to the needy, and 
her door was open to those to whom she could give 
even a cup of cold water in the name of a disciple. 
She was given to hospitality. 

~Nor did adversity work any change in this spirit 
of gentle love. All malice and all/guile seemed to 
have left her long before, and there remained only 
the sweet graces of a heavenly soul, that was per- 
mitted still to dwell on the earth, that even in 
weakness it might give strength to those who seemed 
stronger than she. She was the light of the dwell- 
ing. She was the guide of the household. 

There were years of suffering which she was 
called to endure, and her delicate frame was attenu- 
ated and bowed under it. But the expression that re- 
mains in the memory of survivors is the bright though 
gentle expression of the kindliest, sweetest love. 
Death called away a daughter who, had she lived 
to old age, would only have repeated all that was 
loveliest in the mother, and soon after it took from 
hér an only son ; but though her heart was swelled 
with sorrow, she was still serene—her faith looked 
up. ° 

With her final sickness came an entire deliverance 
from the fear of death—nay, she longed for death, 
saying, ‘‘ For so he giveth his beloved sleep.”” She 
desired her friends to pray that she “‘ might have per- 
fect resignation to the will of God.”” And amid all 
her suffering she found support and consolation in 
those “‘ faithful sayings” of the divine Word, which 
from generation to generation ever give strength to 
the souls of God’s saints. The Lord was her Shep- 
herd. The Lord was merciful and gracious, slow 
to anger, and plenteous in mercy. She took delight 
in these assurances, and in having them read to her. 
In the strength of them she passed through the 
valley of the shadow of death, fearing no evil. 

It was a great pleasure to Mrs. Tappan to return 
to New Haven, as she did some years since, that 
she might there spend the evening of her life among 
the friends whom she had learned to love, when, in 
earlier years, she had resorted thither for the educa- 
tion of her children. Dr. Taylor and Prof. Good- 
rich were there to welcome her return. But age 
and its infirmities, which soon removed them, has 
now borne her away to follow them to a more 
blessed home, to the company of the saints and the 
presence of the Lord, the Lamb.

AN EDITOR'S VISIT TO AN EDITOR'S 
FARM. 


Suut within the city for three months past, 
because a newspaper will not edit itself even in 
hot weather, not a green field had I set eyes on, 
all this summer, till Mr. Greeley said a week ago, 
“Come up and spend a Saturday on the farm.” 

Mr. Greeley’s farm is at Chapequa, a station 
which in spite of being on the Harlem Railroad 
is not a great way from New York. Every Friday 
night, our venerable contributor, getting weary 
with the week, leaves Printing-House square, and 
goes up to smell his own grass, to nod to his own 
cattle, and to drink water at his own rock-spring. 
Allthis freshens away his venerable look, and turns 
him into'a young man again in twenty-four hours. 
This farm supplies vegetables to the market and 
good reading to The Tribune—just as a certain 
other farm at Peekskill grows apples for New York 
and preaching for Brooklyn. What other farms 
in the country yield better crops ? 

Drawing near the station, I overheard a passen- 
ger say to his companion : 

“ We are coming upon Horace Greeley’s country- 
“ seat.” 

“ T suppose he lives in fine style,” said the other. 

“No, he lives like a laboring man,’ was the 
reply. 

How could I help turning round and remarking, 

“ Well, he ts a laboring man!” 

Living in the woods, in a romantic haunt, barri- 
caded against the world by living palisades of 
forest trees,—this busy man, taking his rest in hard 
work, drops his pen to shoulder his ax, and for 
twelve years has been chopping hemlocks, birches, 
chestnuts, maples, oaks—yet his woods still stand. 
He can cut a tree or split a rail as well as Abraham 
Lincoln, and can probably write as good a procla- 
mation. 

“T am proudest of my oaks,” said he, as we 
walked in the shade of aged boughs that shook 
their leaves to the same wind that filled Hendrik 
Hudson’s sails. Older than these, some others had 
thought of growing before Columbus had thought of 
sailing. An army of aged veterans, they encamp 
on his hillsides—soldiers of many battles against 
tempest and thunderbolt—still shaking their ban- 
ners in every breeze—standing where they will 
stand long after we who walked under them have 
faded like a leaf. A man looks at a flower, say- 
ing, “ How short-lived!” But what say the trees 
when they look down at men? Or what say the 
rocks when they look up at the trees? Nay, what 
says the globe itself, except te bear a faint witness 
of Him to whom a thousand years are as one day, 
passing like a tale that is told! 

“Do you employ slave labor?” I inquired. 
“We will walk round the farm,” he replied, 
“and perhaps you will meet some contrabands.” 
I found—O marvel of the times !—that the best 
blood of South Carolina was tilling Horace Gree- 
ley’s fields ! 
Never were seventy acres more diversified than 
on this farm—crowding together meadow, garden, 
orchard, ravine, precipice, cascade, and forest pri- 
meval. Part of itis level asa prairie, and part 
too steep for a goat to climb. It is Nature in her 
wildness and her tameness ; a little Switzerland. 
There were three of us—the third being our 
friend Morton, at whom the geese hissed because 
he makes the famous gold pens. 
“Let us go down into the ravine and dip our 
“cups into the well in the rock,” said our host 
who has a known fondness for cold water. After 
drinking our fill, with arelish better than of wine 
fone saton the rocks at the foot of the waterfall 
and stripping our arms bare plunged them j 
the rapids till the blood turned oie and “mm oe 
like giants refreshed. Sometimes in a freshet. thi 
stream plays tricks, and like Serre y 
: the wolf in the fable 
has once destroyed adam. But it makes up in 
geod looks what it lacks in good conduct. The 
fishes in the fish-pond would have come to our 
hands for a few erumbs, only we forgot to carry 
the crumbs. Mr. Greeley talks to them sometimes ; 
but they, just as when St. Anthony preached to 
their shallow pates for the first time, still turn their 
tails and swim away. Climbing up to higher 
ground in thp woods, whirr-r-r went the partridges 
from under our feet, a very picture of unnecessary 





‘not a gun is fired among these 


skedaddling—for 
trees, and all the sqasible birds kow it, The squir- 


rels were taking their comfort, whistling as content- 
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edly as if they owned the place. The locusts were 
as loud as a brass-band. They have a sound of 
Sunday in their voices. The bees, though having 
the whole garden to themselves, envied us the 
few flowers that we carried in our hands, for they 
settled on our roses and pinks and heart’s-ease, as ig 
they were custom-house officers come to search for 
contraband goods. Knee-deep we walked in clover, 
the grasshoppers flying out before us like rebels 
before Gen. Rosecrans. A grasshopper eats like 
a hungry man, yet even while he devours your 
substance, you bear no grudge against him, 
because of the wiseness of his face. -When he 
happens to leap awry and loses his hold of the 
clover-stalk, his yellow belly turns up s0 like 
to a frog’s as tocheat a Frenchman. Besides, 
this creature speaks’ the dead languages, and 
“chirps on in Greek still.” But the acrobats 
will soon step their ground and lofty tumblings, 
for yonder come the turkeys with sheriff's war- 
rant after every one of them. Grasshoppers 
are good to be gobbled, and turkeys must get 
ready for Thanksgiving. 

Walking in the apple-orchard, we'were morally 
rebuked by the trees—they were such fruit- 
bearers ; living such profitable lives ; making so 
much of their opportunities ; bearing such a flavor 


“them,” is a judgment that falls less lightly on 
trees thanon men! Look at those russets, with 
boughs, bending down like banyans, and touching 
the earth with an overweight of ripening fruit! 

“ How do you make your apple-trees so thrifty ?” 
E asked. 

“ An apple-tree,” he replied, “ is like a cow tied 
“to a stake: you must carry food to it, or it will 
“ starve.” 

Mr. Greeley’s apple-trees live as well as if they 
dined every day at Crook & Duff’s. 

Every field on this farm made us think of 
Douglas Jerrold’s account of Australia, “ where, 
“if you tickle the earth with a hoe, she laughs 
“ with a harvest.” 

The pinnacles of Mr. Greeley’s grounds lift one 
up into the presence of half a dozen magnificent 
prospects—on one side a rolling country, sculp- 
tured “as if God’s ffnger touched but did not 
“ press,” in the making it—on another, hill-ranges 
running off northward toward Mount Kisco—on 
another, great and precipitous depths yawning at 
one’s feet, and tempting one to cast himself 
down. 

‘After a long walk, during which we debated 
the best spot for building the new house, yet con- 
cluding that the new house would never be built, 
we lay down on the grass and mutually agreed 
that God made the country and man made the 
town. Should we take anap inthe shade? The 
most famous man in our party of three has a fa- 
mous knack at sleeping, either under a sermon or 
under atree! But it was too breezy, and there 
was danger of taking cold—even at the very heur 
of day when a city-full of people were broiling in 
the sun like fowls on a gridiron. But lying flat 
.on one’s back and looking into the sky, is a delight 

that a certain school-boy used to take, and he 
took it once again. How one’s head swims in thé 
blue ocean, and how the clouds pass over him 
like waves! Getting dizzy, and looking back at 
the earth again, how everything goes gallopading 
round in a circle—trees, rocks, and hills all danc- 
ing asif mad! A little drunkenness may not only 
lose an army but turn the world upside down. 

What majesty in all the world is like unto 
clouds! They are the investiture of the Invisible 
Throne. They are the fading, yet never fading, 
frescoes on the roof of God’s temple. Castles 
in,the air, battlements in mid-heaven, tumbled 
ruins of great cities, upheaved rocks and moun- 
tains, illimitable coast-lines, profiles of human 
faces—a]] these, and a thousand more pictured 
glories, one sees in the clouds! What casters of 
shadows on the shining fields! But the clouds and 
their shadows pass away together, and the grass 
is gilded again of the sun, and one is left to think 
of the shadow on the land that passes not yei— 
the shadow of war and death. But on such a 
day of peace, could there be war in the world ? 
Yet why were we thinking, just then, of Robert 
Shaw meeting death and fame at Fort Wagner, and 
of Bayard Wilkeson falling a hero at Gettysburg ? 
Summer days are not bright enough to cover the 
shadows on human hearts. How shall come the 
consummation? “Coming in clouds and great 
glory!” isjthe prophecy. And may the overhang- 
ing cloud of battle-smoke be the sign that the com- 
ing of the Son of Man is at hand, and that the 
day of our redemption draweth nigh ! 

Does any one ask, how does Mr. Greeley find 
time to manage hisfarm? The farmer’s wife is 
a good farmer. That is how he manages—and 
how, being a good man, he is managed! Garden 
and hot-house, with flower-pots innumerable, con- 
taining not only the “ dear common flowers,” but 
curious plants from all countries, are her special 
care. A farm without a flower-garden is like 
a shirt without a collar, good for use but not for 
show. And somehow, flowers grow better for a 
woman than foraman. A farm withouta woman 
is an ill-graced bachelor! 

It was a perfect day. Our visit was like a jewel 
without a flaw. Now and then comes some rare 
and special day, set in the round year like a dia- 
mond in aring. This was such a day ; not possi- 
ble to a man living in the country, but possible 
only to one who had not seen God’s grass since 
last summer. It was cool water to long-thirsty 
lips. As aman loosed from prison goes home to 
look with ravishment upon the faces of his child- 
ren, 80 one escaping from the bedlam of streets in 
midsummer finds in his first look at the sky and 
the fields a delight unspeakable. It belongs to Aim, 
and to no one else. It was the exclusive inherit- 
ance of one member of this party of three. It was, 
to him, the whole summer crowded into a day. ® 
Of course, the truer life is the one which is 
lived in the constant presence of these same won- 
drous scenes. Often, however, they who look at 
nature most discern it the least. But men ought 
to be daily readers of what good old Sir Thomes 


‘Browne calls “the liberal manuseript of nature.” 


All eyes ought daily to see the sun in his rising 
and setting : the sight is needed for the good of the 
soul. “Day unto day uttereth speech, and night 
“unto night showeth knowledge.” But when we 
are shut out from this speech, we go ignorant of 
this knowledge. How long a journey made the 
Queen of Sheba to see Solomon! Yet, after all, his 
glory was not equal to the lilies ofthe field. And 
since the Lord spake of the lilies once, the lilies 
evermore speak of their Lord. What a mag- 
nificent song of Nature is the Psalmist’s! “ Praise 
“the Lord, . . fire and hail; snow and vapor; 


+“ stormy wind fulfilling his word ; mountains and 


“ all hills ; fruitful trees and all cedars ; creeping 
“ things and flying fowl . . . . His glory is above 
“the heavens and earth. . . Praise ye the Lord.” 
By-and-by, looking at our watches, it was time 
forthetrain. We carried off with ts the best part 
of the farm—its master. A plain man, plainer than 
his neighbors, with a face as kindly as a child’s 
and a heart as simple, he trudged with stick in 
hand away from his happy fields, not to see 
them again for seven days. When a man 
owns @ paradise, it is hard’ to live in it only one 
day in a week! But there is hard work to be done 
in the world, and this is one of the men to do it. 
What if all men did theirs as faithfully! And for

° ; THE ASPECT OF AFFAIRS. 
The vigor and point and success of our summer 
a thus far have been most remarkable and 
encouraging ; and so they still continue to be. 
At the present moment the picture of the war shows 


us Banks reorganizing an army of three corps, which 
it is hoped may occupy Texas; Grant, under cover 
of a very deep secreey, is doing something; but 


whether he is loo at Mobile, or toward Rose- 
exzans, is uncertain. e former is most probable. 
Rosecrans has gone up into the mountains, and is at- 
tacking the key-point of the whole remaining rebel- 
lion. Burnside is moving upon East Tennessee 
through'the mountains (as is believed), and Lee in 
Virginia cannot well afford to send men to oppose 
these two armies, without weakening himself too 
much before Meade. And besides, he is called on 
for aid from Charleston, where Beauregard is fight- 
ing and fibbing as hard as he can against the tremen- 
dous evgineering of Gilmore, who is getting the bet- 
ter of both with cannon-balls and with facts. 
In short, on the side of the Union all is courage, hope, 
and advancing activity, while all the accounts, public 
and private, which reach us from rebeldom, are col- 
ered dark and deep with complaint, anger, or ill-con- 
eealed despair. 


SUMTER A RUIN, CHARLESTON SHELLED. 

Gen. Gillmore began in earnest to reduce Sumter 
on Saturday, Aug 15, having before been firing at her, 
Wagner, Gregg, and the rebel batteries on James 
Island (inside of Morris Island), as a coyer for his real 

tions. The ground-plan of Sumter is nearly the 
ape of the gable-end of an ordinary house, the peak 
inting east of north, and the longest side or base 
king inland, west of south. The other sides are the 
fighting sides ; this back or southwest side is what is 
called the “gorge,” and is weakest, for the fort was 
net made to fight landward. So Gillmore laid his 
guns at this weak side, as Beauregard had done be- 
fore him. 
The firing was from the distance of two miles and 
a quarter, as if the fort were in Madison square and 
G ’s rifled 200-pound Parrott in Broadway 
infront of the Astor House. A deserter said that 
the very first shot that day went through the gorge 
wall and the officers’ quarters, and nine feet into the 
wall on the north side ; and knocked a mass of brick 
down upon a steam: boat unloading sand-bags at the 
wharf, smashing her smoke-stack, piercing and ex- 
ploding her boiler, and killing 4 negroes. On Sunday 
the weather was tempestuous and no firing was done. 
Monday the work began again. By Tuesday night 
300 or 400 shot had pierced the gorge wall, 50 

from the fleet the sea wall, and 30 more had gone 

into the fort. The fort stood in a cloud of brick- 
dust; great masses of masonry were knocked 
about, and fell inside and out, or into the 
sea. On Wednesday great volumes of smoke 
eame incessantly out of the fort, from the burning of 
the cotton used in the additional defenses. To-day 
#ho fort aac silonced, and ey no more to the 
blows of General Gillmore. By midnight of Friday | 
the gorge wall was beaten down almoat to its base, 
and on the east side also those on the ships could see 
nine holes or breaches through the wall On Satur- 
day six hundred and four shots were fired at the fort, 

of which four hundred and nineteen hit; the guns 

were all dismounted ; the northwest wall of the fort 

had fallen in, the east wall was cracked and breeched, 

and the shot swept through and through the fort. 

Sumter being utterly untenable, Gen. Gillmore on 

Saturday morning, after one of the most noisy weeks 

of the war,summoned Sumter and Morris Island, but 

ineffectually ; and on Sunday, accordingly, he gave 

notice that he should shell Charleston, beginning’ 
Monday morning at 11, and that non-combatants 
oy leave the city. 

e€ fleet has co-operated effectively with the land 
batteries, the five monitors and the Ironsides, with 
seven wooden gun-boats, bombarding Sumter or keep- 
ing Wagner and Gregg silent as was desirable. On 
Monday morning the brave Captain G. W. Rodgers 
was instantly killed on the Catskill, a shot from Wag- 
ner driving a piece of the inside lining against his 
head, splitting it open, and killing Paymaster Wood- 
bury at the same time by the same fragment. 
uch of the firing was at the rate of four or five 

shells a minute. Our own casualties have been only 
about four a day, 


CHATTANOOGA ATTACKED. 

The advance of Gen. Rosecrans’ army appeared in 
front of the rebel positions at Chattanooga, Aug. 23, 
and opened fire at 10 a.m., speedily disabling every 
battery which endeavored to reply. The rebel works 
on the river are very strong, and two divisions hold 
the place. Joe Johnston is said to be in command. 
Of twosteamers in the river, our guns sank one and 
disabled the other. There is a pontoon bridge oppo- 
site the city, which has so far been kept from de- 
struction by the rebel sharpshooters. Gen. Wilder 
has crossed the Tennessee and burned a small rail- 
road bridge at Shell Mound, southwest from Chatta- 
nooga some 30 miles, cutting apart the two main bod- 
ies of the rebel army. Reports are coming in of the 
utter demoralization of Bragg’s force ; the mountains 
are full of deserters from him and Pemberton, who 
crowd into the Union lines, and there can be no 
reasonable doubt that his forces are very much dis- 
pirited and indisposed to further warfare. 


ANOTHER RAID. 


A concerted expedition was sent against Gre 
Miss., by Gen. Hurlburt, under Lt.-Col. Phillips, 19th 
HMiinois mounted infantry. Setting out from La- 

ge, Tenn., the expedition reached Grenada Aug. 
9, drove out a rebel force, said to be 2,000 strong, 
and destroyed 57 locomotives, over 400 cars, the de- 
pot machine and blacksmiths’ shops, and a great 
quantity of ordnance and commissary stores, and 
capturing some 50 railroad men, besides other pris- 
oners. A force sent up to co-operate by Gen. Grant 
arrived too late to help. The importance of this loss 
to the rebels is enormous. Grenada is in the heart 
of the northern half ofMississippi. The rebels were 
hard at work trying soget off this property to their 
lines of road to the tward.

The prices given are the exact figures at 
which the several descriptions of goods are sold for 
net cash by the jobbing houses in this city on the day 
said report is made, viz, Wednesday of each week. 
Some dealers and speculators here and elsewhere 
have been somewhat annoyed at our spreadiag these 
facts broadcast all over the country. The market has 
been so changeable of late that both the regular com- 
mission merchants and the speculators have not.been 
pleased at the publicity we give concerning the true 
condition of the New York market. Sometimes it 
been very much for their interest to keep back 
the facts from the country trader. Dealers in Chi- 
cago, also, have on:e or twice complained because 
the quotations we gave interfered with their expected 
profits. They had bought goods on speculation for a 
rise, and did not want their custoniers to know that 
the market had fallen in New York. Figures don’t 
look well under such circumstances, and hence the 
complaints referred to. . 
We wish it distinctly understood that our weekly 
dry goods report is given for the special. benefit of 
those traders and dealers who come to this market 
to buy for net cash, and that it gives the lowest and 
the exact figures at which sales are actually made.

NORWICH AND WORCESTER RAILROAD: 


In 1857 the stock of this railroad was kicked about 
this market at from eizht to twelve cents on a dollar. 
Large sales were made at the former figure. To-day 
that same stock is worth nearly ninety. This great 
change has been brought ebout mainly jhrough the 
able and efficient management of Mr: Brewster, the 
present official head of this corporation. The road 
is now in fine order, well equipped with first-class 
cars, and fully preparefl to meet the wants of the 
traveling and business public. Since the new and 
elegant steamers were placed on the New York and 
New London route, to connect with the Norwich & 
Worcester Railroad, the passenger traffic on said 
route has increased enormously. During the present 
season it has been the great thoroughfare from this 
city to the White Mountains. It is now also one of 
the most popular routes to Boston. The local busi- 
ness on the Norwich & Worcester Railroad must now 
steadily and rapidly increase from year to year. The 
water-power on its line is said tobe greater than in 
any other part of the country within the same com- 
pass of miles. There is just one change, and a very 
important one, which should at once be made 
on this railroad. The way passengers from the 
boats, at New London, are now obliged to stop 
about an hour and a half (from 4% to 6 
o'clock a.m.) in a small, badly ventilated room in 
Norwich, before the first a u. train leaves that city. 
Waking up women and children at 3 o’clock in the 
morning to ride a half-hour may be very “ convenient,” 
but not very pleasant, particularly when they are 
compelled to sit and yawn—sometimes in dark- 
ness—waiting a “convenient” time of departure 
The same and worse troubles exist in going to 
the boats. Way-passengers are compelled to wait 
two or three hours in the same quarters in Norwich 
before the steam-boat train arrives. This is simply 
@ nuisance, and we wonder not at the complaints 
about it in all quarters. The way-trains should start 
from and go to the boats, and we are happy to hear 
that this desirable change is contemplated “next 
year”—and all Eastern Connecticut will say Amen! 

P S--When said change is made, we expect to 
4uote the capital stock at par.

DEATH OF HON. JOHN A. GUELEY. 

The announcement yesterday by telegraph of the death o 
this gentleman took the country by surprise, and went like 
a dagger to the hearts of his friends. 

It was known that he had been il, but it was understood 
among his friends in this city that he had so far recovered 
as to be nearly able to set out with his official associates for 
the new territory of Arizona, to which he had some months 
since been accredited as Governor, and in whose organiza- 
tion and development he had felt from the first the most ab- 
sorbing interest. 

It comme but a few days since he was the honored guest of 
some of our leading citizens, with whom he lingered for a 
few days on his way to Newport, where he spent some time 
for the benefit of his health, visiting friends on Long Island 
and other localities convenient to New York, and from 
which trip he believed himself greatly benefited. : 

Those who were most constantly with him then, partici- 
pating in those innocent pleasures and pastimes which he 
so mach enjoyed, sharing in the enthusiasm with which he 
looked forward to the new scenes and new duties upon 
which he expected so soon to enter, are utterly lost in won- 
der and bowed with grief at this terrible and mysterious 
change—this sudden going out of such high hopes and noble 
—— ; 

e are indebted f an intimate friend of the departed for 
a few particulars of his life, which may not be uniutere sting 
to many of our ers. 

He — A born in East Hartford, Conn., December 19, 1814, and 
was consequently nearly 49 years old at the time of his death. 
At the age of 19 he entered upon a course of theological 
studies in the city of Hartford, and at 21 was ordained asa 
Universalist minister. After having preached three years at 
Methuen, Mass., he removed in 1838 toCincinnati, Ohio, where 
for fifteen years he edited and published The Star of the West, 
which was devoted to the defense of his peculiar religious 
faith. It was conducted with signal ability. and attsined to 
a very wide circulation throughout the South and West 
His very arduous labors and cares began to make inroads 
upon his health, obliging him to give up his journ:l, and re- 
tire to a beautiful little farm on the slope of a romantic ele- 
vation in the suburbs of Cincinnati. Active life out ofdoors, 
and the entire relinquisbment of editorial labor and public 
speaking seemed to restore his health almost entirely. 

Notwithstanding his preference for quiet and retiracy, his 
friends, taking eiventage of his absence from home ona 
visit to New England, in 1856 nominated him for Congress 
His was the 2nd Cong. District.“incluling one-half of Cin- 
cinnati, and one-half of the adjoining townships of Hamil- 
ay party, so called, brought into the field 
against him J. Scoit Harrison, and the Democrats their 
strongest man, W. 8. Groesbeck, both exceedingly popular 
in the district.
